Bird Migration studies in the Straits 


Mackinac Straits Raptor 
Watch continued its long- 
term research into migrating 
birds this fall, observing 
hawks, owls, waterbirds, 
Sandhill Cranes, and 
Monarch butterflies. Paid 
contractors and several vol- 
unteers work in both St. 
Ignace and Mackinaw City. 

Since August 20, nearly 
14,000 hawks and other day- 
time-flying raptors have 
been tallied at Point LaBarbe 
near St. Ignace. Says Ed Pike 
of Harbor Springs, Chair of 
this non-profit organization, 
“The total so far is slightly 
more than our 2019 fall count 
at the Straits at this point in 
time. We’ll see what happens 
by the end date of November 
10.” 

Counter Calvin Brennan 
from Grayling is pleased to 
have seen 17 species of rap- 
tors. Most abundant have 
been Turkey Vultures at 
4,256, followed by Sharp- 
shinned Hawks and Red- 
tailed Hawks. Unusual 
observations include 22 
Northern Harriers on Sep- 
tember 27th, one Black Vul- 
ture, and one Swallow-tailed 
Kite. Pike explains, “The 
Kite, normally a Florida resi- 
dent, likely was blown off 
course by hurricane winds.” 

Kathy Bricker of Cheboy- 
gan, co-founder of MSRW, 
says “Watching dozens of 
Turkey Vultures hover high 
above, awaiting the right 
time to cross the Straits, con- 
nects us with the cycle of na- 
ture, of spring and fall, 
arriving and leaving. Track- 
ing their movements and 
numbers, sharing the ever- 
changing beauty of their pat- 
terns in the sky, and 
teaching people about birds’ 
important roles in nature is 
what MSRW does for our 
community.” She said Bren- 
nan also counts Monarch 
Butterflies. Over 9,000 Mon- 
archs passed the count site 
this fall, peaking in early Oc- 
tober. 

Night-time migration re- 
search is well underway. 
MSRW has banded a record 
number of 311 Northern 


from the research station at 
Whitefish Point, Michigan, 
or from Wisconsin. Both the 
hawk and the owl research 
information goes into a con- 
tinent-wide network of bird 
studies. 

MSRW resumed its water- 
bird migration count on the 
Straits of Mackinac, starting 
August 20, to learn about the 
importance of the Straits to 
these species. Over 1,000 
Common Loons have been 
sighted migrating south, one 
of over 42 species of water- 
birds so far. Almost 12,000

Saw-whet Owls and several 
Long-eared and Barred 
Owls. This year’s survey of 
owls is conducted by biolo- 
gists Nancy Drilling from 
North Dakota and Kandace 
Glanville from Ohio. They 
stay up all night tending fine- 
mesh mist nets stretched be- 
tween poles in the woods. 
Attracted by the recorded 
call of another owl, passing 
owls fall harmlessly into the 


net, then get measured, 
banded, and released. 

Nancy Drilling explains: 
“We are capturing almost all 
hatch-year females, suggest- 
ing we are at the high point 
of their population cycle. We 
determine age and sex for 
each owl, providing valuable 
population data.” The ban- 
ders have caught 17 owls that 
already were banded, either 
in earlier years by MSRW, 


the Straits. Ben Stalhiem of 
Bellingham, Washington al- 
ternates his 8-hour counting 
days between McGulpin 
Point, Mackinaw City and 
Graham Point, Saint Ignace. 

Stalheim says, “The best 
part of migration has been 
seeing birds which are gen- 
erally rare in this region. 
One of my most exciting ob- 
servations has been an adult 
parasitic jaeger, harassing 
gulls before soaring over the 
bridge headed west.” Para- 
sitic jaegers breed in the 
Arctic tundra and winter in 
Central America. They are 
famous for stealing food 
from other birds by diving on 
them until the food morsel is 
dropped. Then they swoop 
in and pick it up. 

The Mackinac Straits Rap- 
tor Watch, a non-profit or- 
ganization, conducts 
scientific studies of hawks 
and owls migrating through 
this region of northern 
Michigan, educates the pub- 
lic about them, and aids in 
conserving them. The group 
appreciates support from 
more than 350 individual and 
business contributors, the 
Mackinac Area Visitors Bu- 
reau, and Petoskey Harbor 
Springs Area Community 
Foundation.

October is Infant Safe Sleep 
Awareness Month in Michigan 


Governor Gretchen Whitmer has 
declared October 2020 Infant Safe 
Sleep Awareness Month to call atten- 
tion to the importance of infants 
sleeping safely. 

“Far too many Michigan babies die 
in unsafe sleep environments. Par- 
ents, grandparents and caregivers 
can all play a part to help prevent 
these deaths,” Governor Whitmer 
said. 

Recently, Governor Whitmer 
signed the fiscal year 2021 budget 
which included funding for her 
Healthy Moms, Healthy Babies plan 
she announced at her State of the 
State address this year. The budget 
includes $23.5 million for the program 
which ensures women are given the 
care they need to have a healthy preg- 
nancy and healthy babies. The pro- 
gram will also work to expand 
support for interventions that are 
proven to improve outcomes. 

Babies 0-12 months of age can be 
kept safe, while sleeping at night and 
during naps, when American Acad- 
emy of Pediatrics guidelines are fol- 
lowed: 

Place baby on back, in a crib, 
bassinet or pack ‘n play for every 
sleep time. 

Use a firm mattress with a tightly 
fitted sheet. 

Keep baby’s sleep space clutter free 
—no pillows, blankets or toys. 

Avoid overheating baby or covering 
baby’s head. Instead of a blanket, 
consider using a sleep sack, wearable 
blanket or footed sleeper to keep baby 
warm. 


Remind everyone who cares for 
baby, including babysitters and fam- 
ily members, how to keep baby safe 
while sleeping. 

Keep baby in a smoke-free environ- 
ment. 

Support breastfeeding and immu- 
nizations. 

As more parents began following 
the infant safe sleep recommenda- 
tions in the 1990s, the number of in- 
fant sleep-related deaths dramatically 
decreased. However, over the last 
decade, that decrease has slowed. 
From 2010 to 2018, 1,287 Michigan in- 
fants died due to sleep-related causes. 

During the same period, unaccept- 
able disparities have existed in sleep- 
related infant deaths. Black babies 
are dying at more than three times 
the rate of white babies from unsafe 
sleep environments. 

“Health disparities exist because 
communities of color often lack ac- 
cess to sufficient resources, strong 
support networks, adequate housing, 
education, jobs, and quality health 
care, said Dr. Joneigh Khaldun, 
MDHHS chief medical executive and 
chief deputy for health. “Due to these 
inequities, black mothers experience 
life stressors at higher rates than 
white mothers. These stressors can 
put babies at higher risk of sleep-re- 
lated infant death. MDHHS is dedi- 
cated to raising awareness of the 
importance of safe sleep to protect 
newborns so that families don’t have 
to suffer through these terrible 
tragedies.” 

Compared to white mothers, Black 


mothers were more than twice likely 
to lose their job during pregnancy. In 
addition, they are 2.5 times more 
likely to report they were in unsafe 
housing and four times more likely to 
report being homeless in the year be- 
fore their new baby was born. 

“As astate we have prioritized in- 
fants safely sleeping through our 
Mother Infant Health & Equity Im- 
provement Plan and our vision of 
zero preventable deaths and zero 
health disparities. Together we can 
achieve this vision and ensure that all 
mothers, infants and families have 
the right to optimal health, adequate 
access to appropriate and timely care, 
and the opportunity to thrive,” Dr. 
Khaldun said. 

As part of the effort to prevent fu- 
ture sleep-related deaths, MDHHS is 
partnering with families, communi- 
ties, hospitals, local health depart- 
ments and organizations statewide to 
raise awareness and promote system 
changes that result in Michigan ba- 
bies surviving and thriving in their 
first year and beyond.

MacPass account holders: time to swap 
your old card for a new sticker 


The MacPass toll cards 
were good, but the new wind- 
shield-mounted stickers are 
better. That's why the Mack- 
inac Bridge Authority (MBA) 
is retiring the old cards and 
urging MacPass account 
holders to make the switch 
before the end of the year. 

The stickers, which are au- 
tomatically scanned when 
drivers pull up to the toll 
booth, were introduced in 
September 2019 as part of the 
MBA's new toll software sys- 
tem. MacPass account hold- 
ers along with new 
customers have been rapidly 
switching from the MacPass 
cards to the new stickers, and 
more customers are paying 
with the stickers now than 
cards. Cards will no longer 
work after Dec. 31. 

"We continue to hear from 
our customers who love the 
new system and the conven- 
ience of not needing to stop 
and roll down their window 
to scan their MacPass card," 
said MBA Executive Secre- 
tary Kim Nowack. "During 
the pandemic, they've also 
appreciated the quick Mac- 
Pass transaction time and 
touch-free toll paying." 

The stickers, which can be 
linked to a single account for 
multiple vehicles, cost $1 
each. Existing customers do 
not need to open a new ac- 
count; they can add a sticker 
tag to their existing MacPass 
account. 

Customers can obtain the 
sticker tags in the MBA ad- 
ministration building at the 
north end of the bridge 
around the clock, seven days 
a week. They will need to 
provide the license plate 
number, make, model, color, 
and year of each vehicle that 


will be linked to the account, 
though new vehicles can be 
added later. MacPass account 
holders can also order new 
sticker tags online by logging 
into their account at 
https://MacPass.Macki- 
nacBridge.org (instructions 
at 
www.MackinacBridge.org/M 
acPass). 

New passenger vehicle 
MacPass accounts require an 
initial deposit of $80 and a $7 
one-time set-up fee; commer- 
cial accounts require a $200 
deposit and the same $7 one- 
time set-up fee. 

MacPass customers can 
use toll lanes designated for 
MacPass by the overhead 
signs, or any open lane. Driv- 
ers should still watch for toll 
collectors and customers 
walking across lanes. 

Though the MacPass is not 
exclusively for commuter 
customers, MacPass holders 
with passenger vehicles can 
still qualify for the commuter 
discount toll if they make 
both a northbound and 
southbound trip within 36 
hours. The toll will be $4 for 
the first trip but customers 
will not be charged for the re- 
turn trip if completed within 
36 hours. 

MacPass is the only tolling 
transponder currently in use 
at the Mackinac Bridge; I- 
Pass, E-ZPass, SunPass, etc., 
though similar, are not ac- 
cepted. Surveys have shown 
that few Mackinac Bridge 
customers currently use 
other tolling transponders. 

The MBA still accepts 
cash, credit and debit cards 
for tolls. Other payment 
types on phones, including 
Google Pay and Apple Pay, 
also are accepted. 
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East Jordan King Lion 
Dennis Gocha presented

October is National Breast Cancer Awareness Month 


In Michigan, it is esti- 
mated there will be 8,800 
new cases of breast cancer 
and that 1,380 women will 
die from the disease in 2020. 
To help continue to raise 
awareness of this disease, 
Gov. Gretchen Whitmer has 
proclaimed October 2020 as 
Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month. In an effort to pro- 
mote early diagnosis and 
reduce health disparities, 
the Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS) is providing 
information on what 
women can do to detect 
breast cancer early, as well 
as understand their risks 
and the lifestyle-related fac- 
tors that can reduce them. 

“Breast cancer has devas- 
tated thousands of Michi- 
gan families, and during 
breast cancer awareness 
month, I am hopeful that 
Michiganders everywhere 
will help raise awareness 
and educate themselves on 
how to detect breast cancer 
early,” said Governor Whit- 
mer. “We must also recog- 
nize that the mortality rate 
for breast cancer is nearly 
40 percent higher for Black 
women than white women. 
Every Michigander, no mat- 


ter who they are, deserves 
access to quality, affordable 
care that will help prevent 
disparities like this. That’s 
why I have made a commit- 
ment to address health dis- 
parities in Michigan, and 
why I am fighting to protect 
the Affordable Care Act 
from Republican attacks.” 

“Tt’s important for 
women to know their risk 
for breast cancer and to 
talk to their health care 
provider about screening,” 
said Dr. Joneigh Khaldun, 
chief medical executive and 
chief deputy for health at 
MDHHS. “As women, our 
risk for breast cancer in- 
creases as we get older. 
Having dense breast tissue, 
which can mask or hide 
breast cancer, increases 
your risk as does having a 
personal or family history 
of breast 
cancer.” 

African American 
women are more likely to 
be diagnosed at a younger 
age than white women and 
diagnosed at a later stage. 
Compared to white women, 
African American women 
also have a higher death 
rate from breast cancer and 
across all stages of cancer 


diagnosis, they have poorer 
survival rates. Factors that 
may contribute to this in- 
clude barriers to early de- 
tection and screening, 
access to clinical trials and 
the higher likelihood of 
being diagnosed with a 
more aggressive form of 
cancer known as triple-neg- 
ative cancer. 

Getting regular breast 
cancer screenings and fo- 
cusing on healthy behav- 
iors can reduce risk, 
including: 

-Increasing physical ac- 
tivity. 

-Maintaining a healthy 
weight. 

-Quitting smoking. 

-Limiting alcohol. 

Being tested for breast 
cancer is important. The 
U.S. Preventive Services 
Task Force, the National 
Comprehensive Cancer Net- 
work and the American 
Cancer Society recommend: 

-Women should be able to 
start screening as early as 
age 40. Talk to your health 
care provider about when 
you should begin screening. 

-Women who are more at 
risk should begin screening 
at age 40. 

-Women with an average 


risk of breast cancer — most 
women — should begin 
yearly mammograms by 
age 45. All women should 
begin mammography 
screening by age 50 at the 
latest. 

-Breast exams, either 
from a medical provider or 
self-exams, are no longer 
recommended. 

Women should also know 
their family history of can- 
cer. Approximately 5 per- 
cent to 10 percent of breast 
cancers are hereditary — 
meaning breast cancer runs 
in the family. There are ap- 
proved medications for 
women who are identified 
at an increased risk for de- 
veloping breast cancer (and 
not previously diagnosed). 
These women should dis- 
cuss the risks and benefits 
associated with these med- 
ications, in addition to pos- 
sible lifestyle changes, with 
their health care provider.
